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CONTROL OF RABIES Is MOST ESSENTIAL 


T he extensive prevalence of rabies | 


makes the control of this disease a 
matter of importance. Dogs, particu- 


larly stray dogs, must be placed under | 


restraint if the lives of children are 


to be safeguarded against this disease. | 


The regulations of the State Board 
of Public Health require health offic- 

ers to report cases of rabies in ani- 
mals. The regulations are reprinted 
here, in part, for the benefit of health 
officers and other officials: 


REGULATIONS FOR THE 
MENT OF AN ACT TO PREVENT 


THE INTRODUCTION AND SPREAD 
OF RABIES 


(Chapter 369, Statutes of 1913.) 


Rule 1. Any person owning, or 
having the charge of, or observing 
any animal which he shall know or 
suspect to be affected with rabies shall 
immediately confine such animal, if 
this can be brought about with rea- 
sonable safety, and shall at once give 
notice to the local health authority 
of the whereabouts of such animal 


and the reasons for beliving it to be] 


affected with rabies. 


-Note.—The diagnosis of rabies may be diffi- 
cult and may require the judgment of an 
experienced physician or veterinarian, but 
any of the following. symptoms should be 
considered as sufficient evidence for suspect- 
ing rabies and reporting the animal, under 


the provisions of this rule, for further investi- 
gation: 


(1) change in

Rule 4. When the State Board of

_Note.—Specified areas, districts, subdivi- 
sions, and similar terms in these rules, do 
not necessarily follow city or county lines, 


but refer to areas whose boundaries are de- 
termined by the extent of the: infection and 


the territory endangered thereby. By declara- 
tion of quarantine is meant the formal notice 


that a given area is placed under quarantine 
for rabies by the State Board of Public Health. 
This notice will be sent by letter or telegram 
to the local health authority, who will pro- 
ceed as an agent of the State Poard of Public 
Health to enforce the provisions of the law. 


Rule 5. If the State Board of Pub- 
lic Health, after the establishment of 
quarantine, substitutes for Rule 4 such 
regulations as may be deemed ade- 
quate (sectioin 2, chapter 369, Statutes 
of 1913), failure to enforce such sub- 
stitute regulations strictly will be fol- 
lowed by a return to the enforcement 
of the full regulations of quarantine 
(see Rule 4) or such changes in the 
regulations as may be deemed ad- 
visable by the State Board of Public 
Health. | 


Notrt.—Regulations substituted’ for quaran-. 


tine will be based on the special conditions in 
the area under consideration, and will be 
determined by the 
Health tn conference with the local health 
authority. 

The following illustrates measures which 
may be incorporated, singly or in combina- 
tion, in regulations adopted for the enforce- 
ment of this rule: 


(1) Restriction of dogs to enclosed premises 
of owner, and appearance on street under 
leash, provided they are not taken upon pub- 
lic conveyances. 

(2) Permission for dogs to run at large 
provided they have been vaccinated against 
rabies within the preceding six months and 
provided further that all such dogs wear 
collars carrying official tags bearing certifica- 
tion of such vaccination. 

(3) Permission for dogs to run at large if 
wearing muzzle of approved type. 


Rule 6. When established, the quar- 
antine period inclusive of the time 
during which regulations may be 
substituted for quarantine must cover 
a continuous period of six months 
before the State Board of Public 
Health will consider release from 
quarantine or from the _ substituted 
regulations. 


Notet.—The period of six months has been 


designated because this length of time covers 
the incubation period for practically all cases 
of rabies.

make a quarantine order when it appears on 
investigation that the infection is_ strictly 
limited to the animal exhibiting the disease, | 
and that all contacts are.under control. 


Rule 7. When an area has been de- 
clared by the State Board of Public 


Health to be under quarantine, or 


regulations substituted for quarantine, 
on account of rabies, no dog shall be 
taken, or allowed to go, into or out 
of such area, except upon presentation 
of a written permit from the Director 
of Public Health, or a representative 
authorized by the State Board of Pub- 
lic Health to issue permits under cer- 
tain conditions prescribed by the 
board. | | 


Notrt.—The permit specified in Rule 7 will 
ordinarily be issued for animals from unin- 
fected areas and for animals brought in for 
temporary exhibition purposes in_ theaters, 
bench shows, ete., provided these latter animals 


are kept segregated from other animals in the 


area. 


Rule 7a. All dogs shall be ex- 
empted from quarantine which have 


‘been immunized or vaccinated with. 


anti-rabic virus approved by the State 
Board of Public Health, within one 
year; and the owners of such dogs 
have filed with the health officer a 
certificate of vaccination or immuniza- 
tion made out by a duly licensed 
veterinarian or physician. 

The health officer may issue to 
owners of immunized dogs, upon re- 


-ceipt of the aforesaid certificate, a 


numbered tag bearing a legend giving 
the year issued, and giving the infor- 
mation that the dog wearing same 
has been immunized. This tag shall 
be firmly attached to the collar and 
said collar shall be worn. by said 
immunized or vaccinated dog at all 
times except when in strict confine- 
ment. 3 


Rule 7b. Any dog known to have 
been bitten by a rabid dog, unless 
previously immunized within a period 
of six months, according to Rule 7a 
of the Regulations of the State Board 


of Public Health for the Enforcement 


of an Act to Prevent the Introduction 
and spread of Rabies shall either be 
destroyed or quarantined for a period 
of three months.

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Tularemia Found in 
Wild Rabbits Only. 


The following statement by Surgeon 


Francis of. the.. United: States Public 
Health Service indicates that tularemia 
is not a disease that tame rabbits have, 
as yet, contracted: | 

“Within the last three years, authorita- 
tive articles have. appeared. describing a 
new disease of man, tularemia... These 
articles have stated that the disease was 
contracted from dissecting or dressing 


rabbits sick with “rabbit.fever,’ as in the 


case of market men, cooks, hunters and 
Thus far the only rabbits found in- 
fected in nature with ‘rabbit fever’ have 
been the wild rabbits—cottontails, jack 
rabbits and snowshoe rabbits—not the 
domestic rabbits raised in rabbitries for 
food or for laboratery purposes, or raised 
by fanciers under the names of Belgian 
hares, Flemish Giants, New Zealand 
breeds, etc. 
Publication of these articles has caused 
instances of confusion in the public mind, 
resulting in prejudice against continuing 
the use for food or for pets of domestic 
rabbits raised in rabbitries. That preju- 


dice 1s without any foundation whatever, 


and on all occasions the opportunity has 


been embraced to restate the observation | 


that ‘rabbit fever’ has never been encoun- 
tered in nature in domestic rabbits raised 
in rabbitries, nor has tularemia been con- 
tracted by man from eating or handling 
such rabbits, but only from wild rabbits. 
The cooked rabbit-meat is harmless.”

San Francisco Low 
In Automobile Deaths. 


The U. S. Bureau of the Census re- 
ports that 7516 automobile deaths oc- 


cured in 78 large cities of the United. 


States (100,000 population and over) 
during the year 1928. There were 7084 
such deaths in the same cities during 
1927. The automobile death rate per 


100,000 population for these cities was 
22.9 in 1928’ and 21.9 in 1927, an increase ~ 


of 5. per cent...Of the four large cities 
in California, San Francisco, alone, es- 


tablished an automobile death rate lower — 
than a similar rate-for all of the large — 


cities. The rate for Los Angeles is not 
supplied by the Census Bureau pending 
the establishment of a more satisfactory 
estimate of population. The following 
table gives the automobile rates for large 
cities of California in 1927 and 1928:
